MILWAUKEE—A scathing de- 


nunciation of Gov.'Emanuel Philipp 
and his sudden anxiety to help re- 
duce the high cost of living was 
made "Tuesday 
by Assemblyman 


Frank Metcalfe, who-said Phihpp 
was trying to throw dust in peo- 
ple's eyes so they could not see the 
iniquities of his record in connection 
with the regislature of 1919. 


Metcalfe charged that Philipp did 


all in his power to protect the prof- 
iteers, especially the profiteers in 
foods.' 
. 
"Gov. Philipp and his legislative 


henchmen notoriously blocked every- 
thing that tended to interfere wits 
private 
profits," 
said' Metcalfe. 


"Practically all the measures to pre- 
vent big middlemen from standing 
between the producers and the con- 
sumers in order to exact tribute and 
boost prices 'were killed by hook or- 
ciook, if not by tho assembly, then 
by Philipp's veto. The governor is 
beginning to step -lively because tna 
people are 
getting to the. point 


where the endurance is breaking. 


Proof of Insincerity 


"The governor's veto of the Bur- 


hop bill to permit municipalities to 
go into the milk business is R good 
sample, and alone is enough to show 
the insincerity of his sudden wish 
to help the dear people. 


"A campaign has been carried on 


to educate city people in" the use of 
milk, because it is the most perfect 
of foods. The health departments 
suggests that milk be fed to children 
because necessary to their growth 
and health. Yet in the face of tnis 
fact the.price of milk has gone -up 
and if a family with four children 
requires a quart each day, it means 
52 "cents," and within the last montn 
the price of ice has also ^ gone up, 
making it almost impossible for av- 
erage wage workers to buy ice to 
Preserve the milk. Very icw fam- 
ilies are able to buy a .quart-of milK 
for each child at the present price. 


"A saving of at least 3 cents a 


quart could have been saved if the 
municipalities would engage _ in the 
handling of milk. 
Failed by Veto Route 


"Yet the governor, to protect his 


friends in the dairy monopoly in 
Milwaukee, vetoed the Burhop v.ll 
which would have allowed cities to 
protect the people from artihcial 
prices 
"The governor, like all corporation 


men, stands true to his colors and 
is always on the job to protect his 
class all along the line," Metcalfe 
added. "In 1917 he was Bather re- 
luctant to sign the Metcalfe bill that 
provided .that municipalities could 
operate fuel and ice plants. In his 
message to the legislature he wsnt 
into all the musty records on the 
past in order to point out that n 
law of that-kind, might be held un,- 
constitutional. In singling out tne 
Burhop bill, I do not want to make 
it appear as an exceptional instance. 
It simply was part of the general 
manipulation of legislation. Every 
effort was made to kill bills that 
would work against Armour or 
Swift or the rest or any other crowd 
who wax wealthy by screwing the 
farmers down and then selling the 
farmers' product at sky prices to 
the helpless people. 


Look Into the Record
